None of the prior art or record, alone or in combination, teach a cleaning product, 
as claimed, wherein the product is configured so that a fluid separated from an 
applicator can be discarded directly to a waste receptacle without passing the fluid 
through the applicator bath and without disconnecting the reservoir from the dispenser.
